STRIKE RENEWED.

Bl Petersburg, Feb. 9.—Men in t“o
npre factories, one af which Is a small
cancern, ceased work today, and more
pmployes of the. PRt iron works
jolned the strikers,  The renewal. of
the sthlke has not ;u!l gained a threat-
ening form, and tha' general mass of
workmen, though somewhat restive, Iy
not showing a troublesome disposition.
Two battallons of troops are stationad
at the Poutiloff works, but there s not
the slightest disordes.

Four other establishments are Idie,
bat rumors of a strike at the govern-
ment arsensl, with which ramor thy
city waa filled today are positively de-
nled,

Absolute secrecy Is malntained re-
garding the exact nature of the charges
agninst Gorky, but it Is belleved, it is
alleged, he attempled to induce the
troops to mutiny, and to stir up revolt
lamong the workmen, If is not' yet Jde-
cided whether hé will be tried by a
military or olvil court, but It Jo prac- |
tically certaln the charges do not In.
volve the death penalty.
